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THE HALL-BRAND SAGA

The Hall-Brand pedigree is a famous one. It, like Proskey-Hines or 
Gilbert-Granberg, elevates a coin onto a very special pedestal, conveying 
authority and prestige. To claim Hall and Brand as forebears is to 
guaraintee membership in the aristocracy of American numismatics. 

Despite the renown of the Hall-Brand combination, relatively little has 
ever been written about either man. More extraordinarily still, nothing has 
ever been published about Ptow the one assembled his collection, htow this 
collection then became the property of the other, or how in turn the other re- 
distributed these treasures into general numismatic circulation. Herewith, 

I propose to fill some small portion of this void . 

Dr. Thomas Hall, a physician and a lifelong resident of the Boston area, 
was a numismatic collector of many interests. His several cabinets were 
well represented in all the U.S. Mint series. However, his holdings of such 
specialities as U.S. medals. Colonial issues, and varieties of early date 
cents were profound. A student as well as a collector. Hall published a fine 
monograph on the Connecticut coppers, which wais privately printed in 1892. 

The accuracy of his observations, most of which were recorded in a 300-page 
notebook, make one wish that he had written more extensively on other series 
also . 

Hall's collection of medals and Colonials was the work of his middle years. 
He was not stricken with the large cent disease until some 20 years before his 
death. The carrier of the virus in this case was W. W. Hays who, in the 
spring of 1888, pawned off on his medical friend four fairly ordinary varieties 
of 1794 cents. Initially, Hall did very little with this fledgling set, only adding 
a nice S-60 from the Parmalee sale in 1 890 and a near Mint State S-42 which 
he bought from Mr. Parmalee privately in 1891 . However, in 1892, the 
ubiquitous B. H. Collins, in making one of his frequent scores, stumbled across 
a vertiable treasure trove of early date cents during a trip to London. The 
best of these were sold to his prime patron, Mr. Hays, but the duplicates were 
sufficient to boost Dr. Hall past the point of no return . The latter went on to 
acquire such gems as a VF35 S-20, a VF25 "starred reverse", an AU S-53, 
and a MS S-70 which earlier had belonged to Dr. Maris. By 1901 , Dr. Hall 
had assembled 47 varieties of 1794, several of which were "finest knowns" 
and appeared on the plates of Frossard-Hays . 

A collection of 47 1 794's is commendable but not extraordinary. How- 
ever, in tackling the 1793's, Hall put together a set of 21 different varieties 
(not counting edge devices), a feat which has never been exceeded before or 
since. This set was assembled in just 12 years, from 1890 to 1902. The 
variety of sources from which the pieces were obtained is but eloquent testi- 
mony to the ingenuity of the collector. Half a dozen coins were bid in at public 
auction, including two each from the Parmalee and Winsor sales. The 
majority of the specimens were purchased singly in private transactions, in- 
cluding five from Steigerwalt, four from Parmalee who apparently continued 
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to keep his hand in the hobby well after his laundmark auction in 1 890, one 
from B . H. Collins of 1 794 fame, and one - the unique "clover leaf" - from 
S . S . Crosby himself. Clearly, the creator of ttiis set of 1 793 's was a man 
who knew how to get around . 

Dr. Hall died in 1 909, leaving no specific Instructions for the disposition 
of his coins . He had expressed to his family a wish that certain specialized 
series be kept together; and this wish was fulfilled in the person of V irgil 
Brand, who purchased the entire collection intact. 

Brand, a Chicago beer magnate who had been born in Germany, is one of 
the more romantic figures in American numismatics . It has been suggested 
that he actually collected the world by date, mint mark, and variety. Indeed, 
it is probably true to state that no rumor concerning the extent of the Brand 
Hoard could be exaggerated . To indicate the depth of the Hoard, a few ex- 
amples might include the following: two 1 81 5 half eagles, hundreds (yes, 

hundreds) of assay medals, and ten 1 893 quarter eagle proofs (purchased from 
the Mint for $27.50, the lot), plus at least four New England shillings, 12 
Higley's, and six Birch cents . The accumulations of territorial gold and 
Masonic tokens were nothing short of massive. Yet - it must be remembered - 
the u.S . section of Brand's collection accounted for only 1 0 per cent of the 
whole. 

As Dr. Sheldon told the story, Carl Wurtzbach - who was Virgil Brand's 
cousin - was instrumental in getting Brand started along the numismatic trail 
and then acted as his general purchasing agent. However , the records do not 
bear this out. Brand's first purchases were made in June, 1 889; but his 
additions for several years thereafter, while considerable in quantity, were 
so marginal in terms of quality as to suggest a self-taught man at the helm. 

In later years, Wurtzbach did sell Brand several large lots of tokens; but his 
contribution to the Hoard in general and the large cent segment in particular, 
seems to have been grossly exaggerated . 

The annual spending pace of Brand's acquisitions increased from $3,000. 
in early '90's, to $5,000. in the mid-'90's, to $10,000. per year after the turn 
of the century. In 1 908, the first really major purchase was made - $62,000. 
to obtain the entire collection of Dewitt S . Smith. Most of the purchase price 
was attributable to some extraordinary examples of territorial gold. However, 
the Colonial cabinet included the unique New England stiver in copper , two 
"New Yorke in America" tokens, three willow trees, and sundry other plums. 
The large cents, representing $6,000. of the purchase price, boasted 1 6 
varieties of 1793 and 32 varieties of 1794. 

I have not been able to unearth specifics, but the Dr . Hall collection must 
have come into Brand's possession sometime in the period of 1909-1911 . This 
arrival greatly strengthened Brand's I793's and 1 794's from the Smith collec- 
tion, but other than a purchase of four lots from the Hays /Phelps sale in 1 907 , 
Brand made no major accessions of cent varieties before or after . Thus , 
whereas the Hoard had a date set, in depth, for 1 795 and beyond, it is doubtful 
whether the early dates in total could boast more than 150 different Sheldon 
numbers . 
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Brand continued to collect with vorcity until his death in 1 926 (he was done 
in by ptomaine poisoning after eating a 35<|: lunch). It took the Brand family 
four years to settle quarrels over the picking of the bones, and it took another 
three years for Henry Chapman and B. G. Johnson to complete an inventory of 
the coins. In the end, the Hoard was evenly divided between Brand’s two 
brothers: Armin and Horace Louis Phillip. Almost from the beginning of 
their acquisition in about 1933, the brothers began to sell off their holdings as 
fast as funds were required, Armin at a judicious pace, and Horace Louis 
Phillip even more rapidly owing to a series of spicy divorces. 

Just tracking down the dispersal of the large cents is a labyrinthine pro- 
cess. A few of the 1793’s were sold at Elder and Morgenthau auctions in the 
mid -1930's; in all probability, these were divorce-related assets. The bulk 
of the 1793’s was dispatched privately in the early 1 940's by the St. Louis 
Coin Company, Major buyers included George Clapp, Ernest Henderson, 
Harold Bareford, and F. C. C. Boyd. Many of the 1794's were handled by Carl 
Wurtzbach - a few went to Hines and French while Brand was still alive, but a 
greater number came to Dr. Sheldon in the late *30*s and early *40*s. Most 
of the Hall 1 794’s were auctioned off, of course, by New Netherlands in 1951 . 

The Brand Hoard outlasted Armin who succumbed circa 1953, and Horace 
who lasted until 1962. In all, it took about 40 years from Virgil’s death in 
1926 until the disposition was complete. Thus, the Hall— Brand story is really 
a numismatic epic - it began modestly in the horse-and-buggy days of 1 888 and 
did not run its course until well after Sputnik I was circling the globe.

ON CLEANING LARGE CENTS

Becciuoe of general numismatic disapproval tor the practice of cleaning 
large cents, very little information has appeared in print regarding the re- 
toning or recoloring of these copper coins. Actually, the type of cleaning 
which merits such disapproval is that done by those who etch with vinegar, 
Worcestershire sauce, dips, battery solutions, or other acids or who buff with 
abrasive compounds or wire wheels . This kind of person thinks nothing of us- 
ing sandpaper, Brillo pads, scouring powder, even cyanide. Such people are 
wrong thinkers and trouble makers who undoubtedly will come to no good end . 

However, most if ndt all numismatists approve of removing dirt, gum, 
and grime from coins . And most mid— aind lower— grade coins will benefit 
from a judicious brushing with a soft brush and from cleaning with xylol. Even 
brushing with soap and water has a great beneficial effect on most old large 
cents, and there are those of us who do wash meiny of our coins and brush them 
vigorously but lovingly. We may also remove scale, clean off corhosion, and 
straighten bent coins, but we dare not talk about this or have it generally known. 

Any one acquiring large quantities of large cents undoubtedly will find 
some which have been previously mistreated. Some are "brassy nightmares". 
Others have been inadequately recolored and are spotty or unnatural in appear- 
ance. Occasionally, a coin becomes accidentally scratched or bright highlights 
may appear from too vigorous a brushing. "Cabinet friction" and clumsy re- 
moval of 2x2 folder staples also add their toll. Removal of scale sometimes 
leaves a bright blemish. 

Dr. Sheldon mentioned several tricks for retoning or recoloring large cents. 
Most of these represented different ways to apply sulfur in some form or other 
to create a dark, copper sulfate/copper oxide patina. By wearing coins about 
the waist, one relied on the sulfur content of perspiration and desquamated 
skin to accomplish the' chemical changes. A sandwich of innertube material 
also might furnish sulfur from the rubber, as does most decomposing organic 
matter when the coin is buried in dirt. 

From my medical experience, I know that a penny when swallowed emerges 
after a while in a quite darkened state from that it originally had. This patina, 
which is usually almost black, results from the action of hydrogen sulfide and 
other sulfur compounds present in the bowel. What happens is this: first the 
coin gets a good mechanical cleansing in the stomach, a "dip" in the hydro- 
chloric acid of the stomach, a bath of bile to degrease the coin, and then a 
toning from the sulfur in the colon. This works admirably! With "A 
Dissertation on Roast Pig" by Charles Lamb in mind, would that large cents 
were the size of Lincoln cents and a ready solution then comes to mind. But 
there are other more reasonable ways to duplicate the process. 

Sulfur is a necessity, of course, and for its source, one can prepare his 
own ointment which is cheap, effective, easy to make, and convenient to use. 
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All you do is mix, using a mortar and pestle, five grams of precipitated 
sulfur with fifty grams of petroleum jelly. This mixture apparently is the 
basis of one of the more popular but expensive commercial darkeners. How- 
ever, one can use something already prepared and inexpensive in cost. Eli 
Lilly & Co. of Indianapolis makes an ointment for the treatment of scabies - 
No. 46, which is Sulfur Ointment U.S.P. 10 per cent. This can be purchased 
in any drug store and costs only a few pennies for a one ounce tube . One tube 
may well last a lifetime for the average EAC member, and the tube is handy 
when kept in your desk. Likewise, the ointment is non-poisonous and is harm- 
less unless you plan to handle BU coppers without first washing your hands 
thoroughly after using it. 

This 10 per cent sulfur ointment - No. 46 - is an out-of-date treatment for 
scabies, a parasitic skin disease which public health officials will tell you is 
a so-called "social disease" associated with uncleanliness and overcrowding . 
Scabies, I am told, is partially responsible in a small way for the bad reputa- 
tion of "houses of ill repute" . 

The sine qua non for efficacious retoning is a preliminary thorough cleans- 
ing of the coin , A good scrubbing of the coin in soap and water after a thorough 
cleaning with xylol works well. While discoloration of a previous normal 
patina seems unnecessary in most cases, when coins are poorly recolored or 
streaked, a quick "dip" in commercial "dipping" solution may be helpful . 
However, it seems to me that this should be the last resort in a purely salvage 
situation . Allen Corson, writing in PENNY-WISE (see Vol . Ill, p 182) dis- 
cussed the use of baking soda for cleaning before darkening . I have not found 
this to be necessary, but I would prefer it to "dipping" . 

I am now experimenting with, and getting good results, from brushing the 
coin with Gun Slick gun cleaning solvent, using about 50 to 1 00 strokes per 
side of a soft haind brush after moistening the coin with the solvent. This is 
the only cleaning and preparation used . I then rub in the ointment well with 
my index finger tip or use a rag made from an old T-shirt. Afterwards , I set 
the coin aside for 30-40 minutes to age and for the surface to harden, then I 
wipe off the surplus ointment. This method of preparation does not remove any 
of the old patina, but such removal seems unnecessary. This technique also is 
great for just a "touch-up" job. Likewise, the solvent works well for removing 
soft green or white corros ion . 

If, after setting the coin aside for a while to harden, the patina seems too 
dark, then a hard rub with the old T-shirt over the index finger leaves a brown 
finish which seems to me to be quite natural in appearance. No further pre- 
paration is needed for a fresh scratch, since the newly-bare metal will color 
immediately while the old patina and oils protect the remainder of the coin. 

If too vigorous brushing or friction has left highlights on a coin, just rub in a 
little of the solvent and wipe off the surplus in a moment or two. No other 
preparation or treatment is needed. 

One can also experiment first with a few, dull Lincoln cents - washed and 
unwashed, especially those which are scratched or worn from brushing . 
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Wrap in aluminum foil a washed, prepared coin which has been greased well 
with sulfur ointment, then bake it in the oven or flame it with a cigar lighter. 
You'll be surprised with the results. 

My druggist, who knows that I now prefer a newer cind better treatment 
for my patients with scabies, once asked me why I was using sulfur ointment 
again. I readily admitted to having a resistant case of scabies. Better to 
admit to any "social disease", French pox, or even go cibout like a leper, 
muttering "unclean" than to be suspected of the despicable practice of cleaning 
cind recoloring leu^ge cents .

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THE DESIGN CUD 
(on pre— 1 840 U . S . large cents) 

John D . Wright 


•Cud' is the commonly-used term for ’rimbreak’, or a die-failure where a 
piece has broken from the die and has fallen away. A ’design cud’ is one ex- 
tending within the usual design-border of a coin - whether that border be a 
plain raised rim, a ring of dots, a circle of dentils, the innermost circle of a 
two-tier dentilation, or an ’inner circle’ scribemark just within the dentilation. 


But what of the ’retained cud* and the ’interior cud’? The first of these, 
caused by a die that has broken but retains both (or all) pieces, differs from a 
•die crack’ only in that one or more pieces (usually the most peripheral one(s)) 
begin to ’sink’, leaving a well-defined, crack-bordered mesa on the struck 
coin. The latter comes from a chunk falling from the interior of a die. 

Why all these nit-picking definitions? Simple - I want to pare the beast 
down to a manageable size. I was once asked to enumerate all large cent cuds 
and I couldn’t do it. I'm not that conversant with post-1 839 cents - and I don t 
want to list every pre-1 840 cent variety that comes with a broken or buckled 
die (of which there are hundreds), or the hundreds of edge-chipped dies whose 
damages are really minimal. So within these constraints, I’ve made a list of 
all these fascinating coins that I know about. I’m sure most of you will re- 
cognize many old friends from the list, besides some that are new to you. And 
some of you may even know of a few to add to the list. If you do, please share

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(COMMENTS ON THE 1795 HALF CENT, GILBERT 8, COHEN 2b 

Thomas S. Katman and Frank Wilkinson 

Roger Cohen has listed a Condition Census for the 1795 G-8, C-2b half 
cent, wherein he lists the coins and their grades as he knows them. We think 
that a knowledge of which coins are which could be helpful. Different people 
use different grading standards. Likewise, some of the coins have been plated 
cind caun be compared . Cohen lists one coin as MS, one as About Uncirculated, 
one as VF, five as Fine, one as VG, and two as Fair. 

Some of the coins which he lists (at least, we think so) are as follows: 

1 . Unc. 60 - The Alvord-Ryder coin. It is plated in both sales. Its present 
location is unknown to us . 

2 . AU50 - A coin which was cherried by Walter Breen in Pittsburgh during 
the 1950*s. The coin has some edge damage. To the best of our knowledge, 
the coin hats not been plated. Its present location is unknown to us . 

3. FI 5 - The Dupont-TAD coin. This coin has a clip which does not inter- 
fere with the devices. The coin is a nice brown, with a pretty surface. It was 
plated in both sales . The present location of this coin is known to us . 

4. FI 5 - The Neil-Brobston coin. This coin has more detail than #3 above, 
but the surfaces to not appear to be as good, and the coin is darker. It is 
plated in the Brobston working plates which Stack's has of the entire Brobston 
collection. The present location of the coin is known to us. 

5 . and 6. F1 5 aind F1 2 - These are two coins which were listed in the Ryder 
sale as being in the Warfield collection. We do not know what hais happened 

to them since. 

7. We have information that an EAC collector has a FI 2 coin. This informa- 
tion is not first hand. The coin may be the 1 2-coin listed in Ron Guth's 
census. It may be one of the Warfield coins listed above (#6). The coin may 
be a multiple strike. 

8. VG7 or VG8 - The Showers coin. The coin is plated in the Showers sale 
catalogue. We think that we know the present location of this coin, although 
we are not certain . 

9. This is a worn coin, with a + deeply counterstamped into the coin. We 
know where the coin was four years ago, but we saw the coin offered for sale 
about years ago. We believe that it is still for sale. This piece is one of 
those listed as Fair in Roger Cohen's census. 

10. Fair - this coin Wcis cherried at the 1977 ANA convention. The piece 
has good color and has the sharpness of a VG7 or so, but it has been bent and 
is partially sawed or cut through. Its present location is known to us. 
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If ciny one reading this article has any information about any of the coins 
listed or about einy coins of this s/ariety not listed, we would appreciate hear- 
ing from you.

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DIE STATES FOR1 797 HALF* CENT, GILBERT 4, COHEN 1 

Thomas S . Katman 

I am listing below some of the die progressions for the 1 797 half cent, 

G-4, C-1 , as known and surmised by me. If any one has any additional 
information, I would appreciate hearing from you. 

1 . perfect obverse and perfect reverse. 

2. A bulge appears to the left of the I in LIBERTY. 

3. A break comes down from the B of LIBERTY. At this point, ERTY is very 
weak, the E not being as weak as the rest. It is a big, bulging effect. 

4. The break from the rim to itie B to the hair has another one breaking off 
from it perpendicularly through the hair. There is still one bulge to the left 
of LIBERTY. The bulge is quite prevalent. 

5 Breaks appear from the neck and nose downward. A second bulge occurs 
to the left of the original bulge by LIBERTY. ERTY is not nearly as weak. 

It is starting to almost appear just slightly weak. 

6. Similar to #5, with a thin reverse crack, exactly as known on the 1797 
G-3, C-2. 

7 The breaks and all bulges of the obverse show, except that the field around 
LIBERTY is now flat. The bulga at ERTY is completely gone. The reverse 
crack is exactly as seen on the 1 797 G-3, C-2 and goes from rirr> to rim. 

This is the latest die state. 

I have a theory about what happened and why ERTY became faint and then 

strong again. Parts of tiie theory m^ not make sense . I need to talk to a die 
maker and get some information about the steel used. Perhaps later, some- 
thing definite can be stated .

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Answer to John Wright’s ANOTHER NEW VARIETY!! (?) 


The coin described in this article has been attributed by John D. Wright 
as a fake 1 793, altered from a 1 794 S-57 . 

MORE ABOUT THE COIN 

John Wright, in a lengthy telephone conversation with the Editor, said 
that he had finally ended up with this attribution after thoroughly reviewing all 
the Liberty Cap cents from S-12 through S-76. He based his conclusion that 
the coin was a fake 1 793 on his observation of the two photographs showing the 
coin's obverse and reverse. John has not seen or handled the coin itself. 

John added that without seeing the piece he had correctly described to the coin's 
purchaser the edge lettering on the piece - said to be typical of that seen on 
1 794's and quite different from that seen on 1 793’s. By doing so, he further 
convinced the purchaser that the coin was truly a fake 1793. 

Jack Beymer, who like John saw only the photographs and not the coin, 
concurred independently with John that the coin was a fake 1 793 . Jack 
apparently did not attribute the coin, however - at least, he did not record any 
such opinion. The people at ANACS who saw the actual coin also declared it 
to be a fake 1793, and this was done independently of the other two opinions. 
They likewise did not attempt to attribute the coin from which the piece had 
been altered . 

Herb Silberman, who is another expert on 1 794's, also saw the photographs 
of the coin. He agrees with John Wright that the reverse could be that of the 
1 794 S-57. Herb feels that the obverse was totally redone. He stated that the 
E in LIBERTY is too large for the S-57 and that there were no punches in the 
Mint which could have produced the numbers seen in the date on the altered 
coin. He also noted that the lower lock of hair on the altered coin is never 
seen on the 1 793's . 

He pointed out that the beads on the 1 793 edges are round, the result of a 
punch, whereas the beads on the altered coin are oval and indicate re-working. 
Herb commented that making beads out of dentils is a very simple procedure - 
that one merely shaves off the dentil, which is easily done in copper, aind the 
edge is re-worked to make a bead. He suggested that the reader compare the 
beads on the altered coin with the 'dots' seen at 1 1 o'clock on Sheldon's 
obverse plate coin of the S-23 in PENNY WHIMSY - the S-23 was not pro- 
perly centered when struck, and the dentils in that area do appear to resemble 
the oval beads seen on the altered coin. 

Herb also noted that the leaf at R in AMERICA on the reverse is not seen 
on any 1793 coins but is seen on several 1 794's. 

Herb mentioned that he had seen a similar fake 1793 which had been altered 
from a 1795 S-75. That coin graded FI 5. Herb said that the coin is still 
floating around, passing from dealer to dealer. So let the reader beware!
